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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "J-channel" 
including the main wall portion and the inverted U or L portions, and the metal sheet of 
"h" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 10-12, it is not clear what the claim is referring when referencing "the metal 
sheet of "h" ". The only mention of "h" in the specification is not directed to the metal 
sheet, but rather to the shingle. Please review page 6 and make the appropriate 
corrections or clarifications. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 

Patent #2,659,323 to ALVAREZ, Jr., in view of US Patent #2,928,143 to NEWTON or 
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US Patent #3,754,365 to CARRICK et al. ALVAREZ, Jr. discloses the use of a roof or 
siding assembly including a plurality of wood, column 4, lines 61-62, shingles having top 
edges and a slat (14) attached thereto extending along a length and rearwardly thereof 
Wherein the slat (14) includes a main wall (18) and an inverted U/L portion formed by 
(20,22 and portions of 18). ALVAREZ, Jr. discloses the basic claimed assembly except 
for the use of spikes in the main wall and except the slat member is positioned on the 
bottom rather than the top. Regarding the spikes, both NEWTON and CARRICK et al. 
teaches that it is known in the art to provide the main walls (12); respectively, with 
spikes (22) or (13,14). In reference to the slat being positioned at the bottom rather 
than the top, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made that ALVAREZ, Jr. is a mere reciprocal of the claimed 
requirements and would be within the general skill of a worker in the art to switch the 
positions of the members accordingly. Further, it too would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to provide the slat of ALVAREZ, Jr. with the spikes of 
either NEWTON or CARRICK et al. in order to more securely attach the shingle to the 
slat. Spikes provide addition grip and friction because they are able to be embedded 
within the wood material and hold the members firmly in place. In reference to claim 2, 
the top edges of the shingles (1 2) of ALVAREZ, Jr. are covered by the slat connector 
(14). Regarding claim 3, the slat/connector (14) is metal, column 3, lines 44-47, and 
includes a U/L shape formed by (20,22 and portions of 18)., In reference to claims 5 and 
6, the shingles (12) of ALVAREZ, Jr. taper from a top smaller edge to a bottom wider 
edge. Regarding claims 7-9, ALVAREZ, Jr. is silent with reference to the size of his 
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shingle. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to select a shingle size suitable for the use intended as 
an obvious matter of design choice. For instance, a residential home might require 
smaller shingles; whereas, a commercial/industrial building might require shaingles of a 
much larger size. In reference to claims 10-12, as best understood, ALVAREZ, Jr. 
dislcoses the useof a plurality of wood shingles (12) attached to a plurality of sheathing 
(10) to thereby form a plurality of panels; wherein the slat/connector (14) with U/L 
shaped inverted portions having an upwardly projecting flat portion (20,22).
